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WCC Conference Asks More Liberal Immigration Policies 


(Leysi.n, Switzerland) - More liberal immigration policies by governments 
to hetp ease the pressures of over-population have been called for by an 
international conference on migration sponsored by the World Council of 
Churches. 


An eleven-page report released here asked governments to consider 
policies which would admit more people from these lands "in situations 
where feasible migration can make a contribution". 


The conference was held after three years! study and preparation. It 
brought together some 200 church leaders, government representatives and 
consultants from inter-governmental organizatinns from thirty countries. 


The document adopted in the concluding session of the five-day meet- 
ing (June 11-16) stressed that policies should be developed which keep in 
mind the need to avoid any exclusion of migrants on the basis of race, 
nationality or religion. It particularly urged that all governments be 
encouraged to accept immigrants from Asia. 


It further called upon governments to consider the speedy development 
of unused economic resources in their own country, to benefit not only 
their own citizens, but also those of other lands. 
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"Since migrants usually represent a valuable asset to the life of the 
nation, and a means of cultural enrichment as well as economic advancement", 
it said, "the churches should urge governments to consider whether generous 
immigration policies may not be conducive to constructive national planning". 


The churches also have a responsibility to urge governments to harmon- 
ize national self-interest in the development of immigration policies with 
"the universal commonweal" and to "consider the effects of these policies 


upon the needs and claims of other peoples". However, it noted that it 
would be "irresponsible not to acknowledge that completely uncontrolled and 
unlimited migration could lead to disorder as well as to injustice", For 


this reason, it said, "the churches cannot recognize any unqualified right 
to migration, but must uphold the primary responsibility of national govern- 
ments to regulate it". 


The report urges the churches both in countries of emigration and immi- 
gration to work together to provide counselling and information services and 
to coordinate these with similar facilities offered by governments to avoid. 
cuplication. It suggested that the Vorld Council of Churches take respon- 
Sibility for coordination of such services provided by the churches. It 
also called upon the churches to edusate their members to a more sympathetic 
understanding of the migrant!'s problems and to provide for better training 
of their personnel working with ther. 


For the purpose of the confererce the migrant was defined as a person 
who moves from his home to another country, whether temporarily or perman- 
ently, for whatever reason. The dozument noted that vhile this includes 
refugees, it does not mean that the refugee has "an exclusive cleim" on the 
churches! ministry. It said that increasing population pressures facing 
the world "in its struggle for recognition of human rights and for peace 
with freedom and justice", present th2 churches with "a whole complex of 
migration on a world-wide scale". 


It noted that although in the pest the World Council had given parti- 
cular attention to the need of Huropean migrants, it must give "serious and 
comparable attention" to similar needs of Asians, Africans and Latin 
Americans. It said that churches and regional church groups such as the 
All Africa Church Conference and the Hast Asia Christian Conference must 
take more responsibility in the field. 


The document stressed the importance of preserving the family unit and 
making every effort to avoid separating the wage-earner from the family 


over any extended period of time. The likelihood of separation rises in 
cases of "the phenomena of the increasing numbers of international seasonal 
migratory workers" particularly in Europe, it noted, It said the churches 


should consult with employers of these groups concerning working conditions, 
housing and leisure time and should urge the governments to organize special 
eourses for them to help increase their technical knowledge. 


Taking part were seven delegates from Africa, seven from Asia, seven 
from Latin America, 28 from North America, and 35 from Europe. Four churches, 
including the Roman Catholic Church, which are not members of the World 
Council sent observers. Cfficials from the governments of the USA, Greece, 
the West Indies, Switzerland, Canada, the Netherlands, ard Australia were 
present as well as others from the UNHCR, ICEM and the International Labcur 
Office.

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Peace Assembly Holds War "Irresponsible" in Atomic Age 


(Prague) - A message adopted by delegates attending the recent All Christian 
Peace Assembly here declared that "war is irresponsible" in the atomic age, 
and that the use of such "inhuman" nuclear weapons involves "acting against 
commonsense" and is "committing a sin against God". 


The message was approved by a large majority of the 670 delegates and 
observers from 40 countries attending the assembly. There were only eight 
negative votes and 28 abstentions. 


"Since the atomic armament race is still going on", the message declared, 
"we beg all parliaments and governments to do everything that may lead to 
the abolition of war, and to dare much in this cause". 


It said the testing of nuclear weapons should be stopped and that an 
agreement on international control should be reached by governments now in 
the possession of such armaments. It also recommended that consideration 
be given to proposals for "the formation of atom-free zones and the creation 
of internationally guaranteed treaties of neutrality". 


"Today we must continually fix our eyes on the coexistence and con- 
structive cooperation of nations and groups of nations which are living in 
different economic, political and cultural systems and traditions", it con- 
tinued. "Mutual condemnation should give place to a friendly competition." 


The message further noted that the only way to solve the difficult 
problems of the underdeveloped nations cf Africa, Asia and Latin America is 
by "a partnership cooperation between all states, between the old nations 
and the young ones", 


It stressed that the older colonial nations must learn that they have 
to relinquish their position of power, while developed nations must be 
prepared to make sacrifices to help raise the standard of living in under- 
developed areas. 


Nations which spend "exceedingly high sums" for defence were reminded 
that the limitation of such expenditures would liberate the "economic means 
whereby hunger and great human distress can be alleviated in the world". 


A study commission on peace and the ecumenical movement presented the 
assembly with a series of recommendations designed to establish contacts 
with the World Council of Churches. 


The delegates received the recommendations, and made arrangements for 
the continuation of the work of the assembly by unanimous election of Dr. 
Joseph L. Hromadka, dean of the Amos Comenius Theological Faculty here, as 
its president. 


Delegates also appointed a working committee, headed by Dr. Hromadka, 
to prepare for the next assembly, which will probably be held in about three 
years. In the meantime, the committee will arrange regional conferences and 
study commissions, and assist in the organization of national committees. 


An advisory council was also appointed by the assembly. It will be 
headed by Patriarch Alexei of the Russian Orthodox Church. 


The study commission on peace and the ecumenical movement - one of ten 
such discussion groups of the assembly - made the following recommendations 
relating to the WCC: 
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One - That leading members of the peace assembly, who regularly attend 
meetings of the World Council, should take every opportunity to ensure that 
"cross fertilization" of the work of the two groups on behalf of peace. 


Two ~ That the continuation committee be asked to consider sending a 
delegation of three or four persons to Geneva to discuss the way in which 
the assembly can cooperate with the WCC and the Commission of the Churches 
on International Affairs before the World Council holds its Third Assembly 
in New Delhi, India, November 18 - December 6. 


Three - That the assembly consider the appointment of a liaison officer 
between Prague and the WCC headquarters in Geneva. 


Four + That an observer from the Prague assembly be sent to the WCC's 
Assembly in New Delhi. 


Five - That the continuation committee secure the chief documents 
issued by the WCC and CCIA concerning peace and international affairs and 
study them in the light of the pronouncements of the Prague peace movement. 


Six - That a delegation be sent to Geneva to propose to officials of 
the WCC and CCIA that a joint working party be established to consider these 
documents, and to study new problems as they arise. 


The study commission stressed that all of its recommendations were 
intended to strengthen the whole ecumenical movement in its tasks of witness, 
service and unity. 


The chairman, Dr, Viktor Hajek, moderator of the Evangelical Church of 
Czech Brethren, declared the assembly officially opened after delegates 
heard a sermon delivered by Dr. Heinrich Vogel, a member of the Evangelical 
faculty of Humboldt University in East Berlin. 


The main assembly report was delivered by Dr. Hromadka. Other papers 
were presented by Archbishop Nikodim of Russia, Dr. Martin Niemdller of 
Germany, Professor Inoue of Japan, Dr, Jacob S.A. Stephens of Ghana, 
Anglican Bishop K.H. Ting of China, and Mr. Richard Ullmann, a Britisn lay- 
man. 


Sharp attacks against the Roman Catholic Church were made by both 
Archbishop Nikodim and Dr. Hromadka. 


Dr. Hromadka charged that the Roman Catholic hierarchy and "some West 
German Protestant circles" had made plans aimed against the peace assembly. 
He denounced these efforts as “incompatible with the Christian faith". 


Meanwhile, Archbishop Nikodim claimed that the "supreme Catholic 
hierarchy is engaging more in politics than in teaching believers Christian 
morals", 

After the introductory speeches, the delegates divided into the 10

Episcopal Divisions Seen Hindering Church Unity 


(New York) - A leading American theologian has concluded that divisions 
within the Protestant Episcopal Church constitute a major threat to the 
advancement of Protestant unity in the United States.

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This opinion was expressed by Dr. Henry P. Van Dusen, president of 
Union Theological Seminary here, in a statement in which he noted that it 


was widely assumed that the crucial problem was between the Episcopal and 
other Protestant churches, 


Nit is no. he declared. "The real issue is within the Episcopal 
Church “itself, It is whether the great body of that church is still ready 
to surrender its desire for church union in accordance with principles 
already approved by world Anglicanism speaking through the Lambeth Confer- 
ence in deference to a militant minority." 


Dr. Van Dusen'!s reference to the "militant minority" obviously referred 
to the Anglo-Catholics, or so-called "high church" wing of the denomination. 
Most Anglo-Catholics are vigorously opposed to any union of the Episcopal 
Church with bodies not directly in the apostolic succession (the uninterrupt- 
ed transmission of spiritual authority through bishops by the laying on of 


hands). The "churchmanship" of the so-called "low church" members is more 
liberal. 


Dr. Van Dusen, a Presbyterian, issued the statement in connection with 
a proposal to discuss the possible merger of the United Presbyterian, 
Protestant Episcopal and Methodist churches with the United Church of Christ 
to form a new 18,000,00C-member denomination which would be "truly Catholic, 
truly Reformed, truly Evangelical", 


At its General Convention in Detroit next September, the Episcopal 
Church is expected to consider an invitation from the United Presbyterians 
to join in asking the other two denominations to explore the possibilities 
of eventual merger. 


Dr. Van Dusen was sharply critical of clergymen who claim that the 
Episcopal Church cannot acti on any merger plan with non-episcopal bodies 
until such proposals have been approved by the Lambeth Conference ~ a world- 
wide meeting of bishops of the Anglican Communion held generally every ten 
years. The next meeting is scheduled for 1968. 


While Dr. Van Dusen conzeded that any merger plan would be submitted 
to the Lambeth Conference for approval, he said critics of the new merger 
proposal are "unaware of the fact" that it is "based squarely and explicitly" 
upon the plan which resulted in the formation of the Church of South India 
in 1947. The CSI merger invclved Anglicans, Methodists, Presbyterians, 
Congregationalists and members of other Reformed bodies. 


"That scheme was given detailed scrutiny by the last Lambeth Confer- 
ence and approved by it with suggestions of only one minor modification", 
he added. 


Statements made by critics of the proposal, he continued, "can spring 
only from lamentable ignorance or from an intention to mislead, More than 
that, they pre-suppose a view of apostolic succession which large numbers 
of Episcopal bishops and clergy do not hold and thus reveal where the 
really significant division lies - not between the Protestant Episcopal and 
other Protestant bodies but within the Episcopal Church itself", he con- 
cluded.

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Anglo-Catholics to Issue Manifesto on Unity 


(New York) - A "Catholic Manifesto" is expected to be issued shortly calling 
on all "Catholic and Orthodox Christians to assume positive leadership of 
reunion movements". The document is being prepared by leaders of the 
American Church Union, an Anglo-Catholic organization within the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 


Canon Albert J. du Bois, ACU executive director, said the manifesto 
will declare that it will be a "travesty" and a "species of blasphemy" if 
"we unite all the Protestants to oppose the Vatican and dare to call that 
Christian unity". 


While Canon du Bois acknowledged that efforts toward Christian unity 
are a "cause for thankfulness", he stressed that "sympathy with the motives 
of those who prepare schemes for unity and admiration for their obvious 
Sincerity must not blind us to the necessity of subjecting their plans to 
careful scrutiny and searching theological criticism", EPS, Geneva 


Missionary Society Protests "Slaughter" in Angola 


(London) ~ A document accusing the Portuguese of wholesale slaughter in 
Angola and urging churches of all denominations to send immediate protests 
to the Portuguese Embassy in London has been distributed to churches in

The document, published by the Baptist Missionary Society, calls for 
"action this very hour", It was sent to Baptist ministers with a request 
that it be circulated as widely as possible through church magazines and 
local newspapers. 


The Portuguese military authorities, it says, have taken reprisal action 
against rebelling Africans with the "utmost barbarism" and have massacred 
"tens of thousands of men, women and children". It pleads for restraint in 
the "all-out military offensive against the Africans by the Portuguese". 


The document was based on reports from Society workers in Angola, a 
spokesman said. He said that the Society had kept silent about conditions 
until now because it wanted to continue its work among the Africans, but 
that the situation has become "so terrible" that the Africans themselves 
have begged the missionaries not to withhold their protests any longer. 


The document suggests five ways in which the situation can be helped. 
It urges prayer, dissemination of information about the situation, letters 
to the Portuguese Embassy urging moderation and restraint, contact with the 
British Foreign Office to ask them "to persuade the government to bring 
pressure to bear on the Portuguese government", and the collection of 
signatures for a petition to be sent to the Portuguese Ambassador.

Methodist Leader Urges Creation of "Truly Australian Church" 


(Sydney) - Creation of "a truly Australian Church" is needed if the Christian 
faith is to make an impact on the population, Dr. Alan Walker, one of the 
nation's leading Methodist clergymen, said in an address here. 


Speaking before the Central Methodist Mission, Dr. Walker contended that 
Christianity "will never reach the hearts of the Australian people until it 
is interpreted in terms of our own national consciousness and needs". 
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Dr. Walker maintained that the four largest churches ~ the Anglican, 
Roman Catholic, Presbyterian and Methodist - were largely “copies of over- 
seas churches and have made far too little adjustment to the Australian 
Situation". 


"There is no Australian theology and few Australian hymns", he noted. 
"Practically no experimenting is going on in Australian churches apart 
from what is copied from overseas. Australian church architecture is 
almost conspicuous by its absence." 


Dr. Walker contended that the task of theology is to come to grips 
with the distinctive problems and characteristics of the nation, so that 
the church can match the sociological realities of the culture.

Augustana Lutherans Give Final Approval to Merger Plan 


(Seattle) -- Creation of the new 3,000,000-member Lutheran Church in America 
was assured here recently when the Augustana Lutheran Church gave its final 
approval to merge with three other Lutheran bodies in the United States. 


Delegates attending the 102nd annual synod of the Augustana Chureh 
voted 495-21 in favour of merging with the United Lutheran Church in 
America, the Finnish Evangelical Lutheran Church (Suomi Synod) and the 
American Evangelical Lutheran Church. 


All 13 conferences of the church had previously voted in favour of 
the union. A two-thirds majority vote by delegates to the synod was 
required for final ratification, 


The ULCA earlier ratified the merger agreement, and the other two 
bodies are expected to give final approval at their respective conventions 
this summer. However, the action of the ugustana Lutherans made the 
merger a certainty since they are committed with members of the ULCA to 
organic union even though the other two bodies should decide not to give 
final approval to the plan. 


The constituting convention of the new church is expected to be held 
imeDetroit, Michigan, June 28 — July 1, 1962, However, the Lutheran 
Church in America will not begin functioning as a denomination until 
January 1, 1963. 


Dr. Malvin H. Lundeen, Augustana president, called upon members of 
his denomination to bring "the greatest possible strength" into the united 
church, "This will be done", he said, "only as we Seek to maintain every 
aspect of our work at the highest possible level of continuing and advanc- 
ing effectiveness during these days of change-over". 


Delegates also heard Dr. Edwin Espy, associate general secretary of 
the National Council of Churches (USA), remark that organic union of member 
denominations was the ecumenical objective of the National and World 
Councils of Churches. Noting that the NCC "exists first and foremost to 
manifest the unity of the Church Jesus Christ as divine Lord and 
Saviour", Dr. Espy said this goal cannot be fully attained in the co- 
operation of separated churches or in their officia. commitment to one 
another through state, national and world councils. "This oneness finds 
its highest expression", he said, "...in the actual uniting of churches 
which are prepared to commit themselves wholly to one another and to lose 
their separate identity in the higher expression of Christ!s Church 
through organic unity." EPS, Geneva 
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12 Catholics Jailed for Anti-State Plot in Hungary 


(Budapest) ~ Twelve Roman Catholic priests, monks and’ laymen have been 
sentenced to prison terms ranging to 12 years on charzes of plotting to 
overthrow the Hungarian government. 


Father Istvan Tabody received the stiffest sentence meted out by the 
Court. While the details of his case were not disclosed, he was charged 
with high treason as well as anti-state activities. He was the only 
defendant who was not tried in public. 


The prosecution contended that all of the accused were in some way 
associated with a so-called Christian front organization which aspired to 
replace the Communist régime with a Christian republic. The indictment 
said they trained an élite Catholic youth corps which would assume posts 
in the event of a change in government. 


Of the 11 defendants tried in public, only Father Oedoen Lenard 
pleaded innocent. He was sentenced to seven-and~a half-years in jail.

Norwegian Missionary Council Rejects WCC Tie 


(Oslo) - The Norwegian Missionary Council has voted against having any 
relationship with the World Council of Churches after the latter is inte- 
grated with the International Missionary Council at New Delhi next November. 


Fourteen of the 23 affiliated societies in the NMC registered their 
opposition to the organization having a consultative membership in the WCC's 
proposed Division on World Missions and Evangelism. 


The NMC, which has been affiliated with the International Missionary 
Council, earlier decided against full membership in the new World Council 
division. 

The International Missionary Council has given its final assent to the 
plan of integration, This action was taken by the Administrative Committee 
of IMC acting on a mandate from the Assembly. Of the 38 member councils 
only two have voted against the plan: Brazil and Norway, EPS, Geneva 


Anglicans Agree to Recognize North India Church Merger 


(Sydney) - The Synod of the Anglican Province of New South Wales has voted 

to recognize the new proposed Church of North India and Pakistan. The 
projected new church represents a merger of the Anglican churches of India, 
Pakistan and Ceylon, the Council of Baptist Churches, the Churches of Christ, 
the Church of the Brethren, the Methodist Church, and the United Church of 
North India. The governing bodies of these groups have already given 
"seneral approval" to the merger proposal. 


The synod voted to recognize the new church after a three-hour debate, 
during which the discussions threatened to end in a stalemate. 


The synod earlier decided to recognize a similar merger in Ceylon, 
which involved only four churches, with the majority in the new denomination 
being Anglicans. However, only 20 percent of the members of the Church of 
North India and Pakistan would be Anglicans. 
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The motion was in danger of defeat until a deacon of the Sydney Arch- 
diocese noted that, while agreeing to full communion with the new church, 
the synod was not bound to approve all details of the merger plan. It 
then voted overwhelmingly in favour of recognition. 


Karlier, Dr. Hugh Rowland Gough, Anglican Archbishop of Sydney and 
Primate of Australia, told the synod that its decision regarding the pro- 
jected merger should be made against the background of the worldwide unity 
movement. (See EPS No, 25) EPS, Geneva 


Newark Methodists Invite Other Denominations to 1962 Sessions 


(Newark) - Fraternal delegates from three other Protestant denominations 
will be invited to attend the 1962 sessions of the Newark Methodist Con- 
ference in New Jersey. 


A resolution adopted at the 104th annual meeting of the conference 
authorized its secretary to send the invitations to officials of the United 
Presbyterian Synod of New Jersey, the Newark and New Jersey Protestant 
Episcopal dioceses and the New Jersey jurisdiction of the United Church 
Of Cnr st. 


The resolution viewed a proposal to unite the four denominations at 
the national level as "a bold and courageous new approach" to a more in- 
elusive. Christian unity. It was first advanced by Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, 
stated clerk of the United Presbyterian Church. EPS, Geneva 


Finnish Committee Advocates Ordination of Women 


(Helsinki) - A report will be presented to the next Synod of the Lutheran 
Church of Finland advocating the ordination of women to the ministry. 


The report was prepared by a committee of five theologians, headed by 
Dr. Aimo T. Nikolainen, which was appointed in 1958 to study the question. 
Only one committee member disagreed with the findings in the report. 


Among the points made in the report is the fact that, in the early 
Church, women performed many of the tasks now undertaken by the ministry. 
It further notes that the New Testament proclaims the equal status of men 
and women. EPS, Geneva 


American Lutherans Restudy "Galesburg Rule" 

(Northfield, Minnesota) - The Church Council of the American Lutheran 
Church will restudy the so-called "Galesburg Rule" which limits the use 
of Lutheran pulpits to Lutheran pastors and Lutheran altars to Lutheran 
communicants. 


In a report to the first annual convention of the ALC's southeastern 
Minnesota district here, Dr. Norman A. Menter, the denomination!s vice- 
president, said such a study had been requested by Wartburg Theological 
Seminary of Dubuque, Iowa, an ALC institution. 


The rule takes its name from the place where it was formulated 
(Galesburg, Illinois) by the General Council in 1875. It iste apply 
except in cases where the pastor involved sees fit not to do so "for 
reasons of conscience". EPS, Geneva 
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237,000 at Tokyo Crusade 


(Tokyo) - More than 237,000 persons attended the month-long Greater Tokyo 
Christian Crusade and nearly 9,000 of these made "decisions for Christ", 


The Crusade, just concluded, was sponsored by World Vision of Pasadena, 
Cal. (USA) and featured sermons by Dr. Bob Pierce, World Vision founder 


and president. More than 740 churches of 41 denominations cooperated in 
the crusade. 


Radio and TV broadcasts nightly over 22 stations carried the crusade!'s 
message and a four-day series of seminars was attended by 1,600 ministers. 
As part of the effort, teams of speakers and musicians also visited schools, 
stores, offices and factories, and a group of 50 Tokyo business and pro- 
fessional men conducted other "person to person" witness. 


The conclusion of the campaign signalled the start of an intensive 
follow-up to reach the nearly 9,000 persons who had made "decisions for 
Chracu. » EPS, Geneva 


Brethren Leader Refuses to Pay Taxes for Arms 


(Elgin, Illinois) - Dr. Charles BE. Zunkel, moderator of the Church of the 
Brethren, has notified Government officials that he will not pay the portion 
of his Federal income tax which is expended for military purposes. 


Dr. Gunkel said in his letter to President Kennedy and the director of 
Internal Revenue that he and his wife "can no longer give 75 percent of our 
income tax for the support of military might", The letter was printed in 
the Gospel Messenger, monthly periodical of the historic peace church 
published here. 


Although his protest is strictly personal, it is expected to influence 
the forthcoming annual conference of the denomination, to be held in Long 
Beach, California, to ask the Government for an alternative tax arrangement 
for persons conscientiously opposed to supporting the nation's armament 
programme. 


Pointing out that his denomination believes that "all war is sin", 
Dr, Zunkel commented: "We, therefore, cannot encourage, engage in, or 
Willinegly profit from armed conflict at home or abroad. We cannot in the 
event of war accept military service or support the military machine in ; 
any capacity." 


However, he added, "We are not opposed to paying tax, but rather, to 
paying tax for this purpose. We feel as guilty as if we were giving our 
lives in the programme of the military method of settling international 
disputes. 


"We hopee.e- that some alternative tax plan may be worked out whereby 
conscientious objectors may give their tax money to peaceful pursuits, 
just as young men may serve in alternative service in lieu of the military 
service.
